Vfe all makes aistateo of judgement and those who decide writ news will not be 
reports# arc not ianune to normal, human error. However, this incomplete record between 
SSJ Hews and me is, I think, not explained 2 ^ simple judgemental errors. I think it does 
represent what i3 not an HBO monopoly, policy dscisiana against legitimate news reporting. 
The ns t effect it? to make the sajor madia thn apologetic ana of govar»'«is on the more 
basic stories. I do not think the country can long survive it as wo rive known it. X no 
think that if .any executives take a retrospective look, they will find an increasing 
authoritarianism creeping up on us. It coincides with the predonfjiar.ee of TV in news.
